PEDESTRIANS' PLEASURES. 


Komarks In Behalf of the Old Orleinat 


Mode of Travel. 


It is to be hoped that the good old 


custom of pedestrianism will not fall 
into disiisc. The bicycle rider has, per- 
haps, gained more than he has lost, but 
he has lost something, and that by no 
means unimportant. It is a great eco- 
nomic gain to minimize time and dis- 
tauco to so considerable an extent. The 
enjoyment in this way of the air and 
exercise and the poetry and exhilaration 
of easy and rapid motion is delightful, 
but this sensuous satisfaction ia likely 
to be obtained at the expense of mental 
stimulus. The bicycle rider cannot tarry 
to study tho tint or texture of the flow- 
ers or broatho their fragrance. Ho can- 
not listen to the songs of birds or the 
music of the brooks. His course is over 
the -world's conventional tracks, and, 
though nature speaks in countless 
tongues, he hardly catohea so much as 
tiifi echo of any of theni.. The woodlanAsL 
and tho byways, where lurk the choicest 
manifestations of beauty, he cannot 
visit. On his nightly runs ho sees only 
the shining load before him reflecting 
the light of the moon and stars, but he 
cannot lift his eyes to the mifty way or 
view the still more glorious tenantry of 
the heavens, 
It does not seem a violent hypothesis 


that tj-.ifi condition of things must tend 
to weaken those habits of observation 
upon which so much that is great in 
art, science nud literature depends, and 
that this will be deplorably apparent in 
the next generation unless somo counter 
interest can be developed. It is a serious 
question whether a White of Selborno, 
a Burroughs or a Thoreau could have 
been produced on an exclusive bicycle 
basis. Thoir natural tendencies rnight 
have overcome all obstacles of environ- 
ment, but observation is a plant that 
starts early and grows by what it feeds 
upon, and amid surroundings and influ- 
ences liko tho present they might not so 
easily have been inducted into those de- 
lightful and congenial labors that have 
BO sweetened the literature of our time. 


Tho bicycle interest has come to stay 


and to grow until soaie more potent at- 
traction shall supplant it. Bat to bal- 
ance it and prevent social one sideduess 
and mental deterioration wo need the 
extension and multiplication of such 
organizations as tho Appalachian club, 
which will soon start upon an outing 
not to annihilate sprxc, but to becoius 
acquainted with tho wealth whidi occu- 
pies it and in acquiring 
health end 


strength; also to acquire information. It 
is something to know tho world of men, 
but it is infinitely more important to 
know intimately the world of nature, 
for upon that knowledge rests all that 
man over Jins acccornplishcd or over can 
accomplish. The fastest scorchor may 
get to the end of life's journey tho soon- 
est, but ho will not arrivo with as ranch 
baggage as the more moderate) uud ob- 
servant wayfarer..—Boston Transcript.

PRODUCTION OP GOLD AND 5II/VEK 


E. P. Baldwin, Auditor of the United 


States Treasury, has just completed a 
compilation of statistics relating to the 
production of gold and silver since the 
discovery of America, together with 
ratio of value for that period. He con- 
aiders the prodcction of the metals by 
three periods, one embracing the years 
between 1493 and 1850, the second be- 
tween 1850 and 1872, and the third from 
1872 to 1805. This table will be of grea 
value to all students of tho question 
which lit present is occupying tho at 
tention of nearly every person in the 
United States. 


The first pariod extends from tho 


time of the discovery of silver on this 
continent to the discovery of gold in 
California. The secour) from the dis- 
covery of gold in California to tbe yeai 
preceding the demonetization of silvei 
by the Congress of tho United States 
and the third from that year up to 
1895. During the 400 years tho pro 
daotion of gold and silver in each 
period was as follows:

During the first period the ratio of 


production of gold to silver was 1 to 
31.51; during the second period it was 
1 to 5.89, and during the third period 
it was 1 to 17.63. That is to say for the 
period from 1493 to 1850 over 32 ounces 
of silver was produced to 1 ounce of 
gold; for the second period from 1850 
to 1872 about 5% ounces of silver to 
1 ounce of gold, aud for the third 
period from 1872 to 1895 17J4 ounces of 
silver to 1 dunce of gold. The ratio of 
value, however, wna not 
materially 


changed during the years from 1493 to 
1873, although the ratio of production 
was 'A\y, times as much silver as gold. 
During the second period the ratio of 
value was practically unchanged, but 
in the third period while the ratio of 
production was about 17^ to 1 the 
ratio of value changed from 15.92 to 1 
to 32.56 to 1. This disturbance in the 
ratio of value was caused by tho iie- 
monetizatiou of silver, as tlio ratiu of 
product was, as stated, about 17;-._. to 1.

Here we have the American record 


of the production of gold and silver 
for four hundred years, and itjshows 
that the coinage value of tba gold pro- 
duced on this continent in that period 
was $8,783,469,400, and the 
coinage 


value of the silver product $10,367,803,- 
100. The excess of silver over gold was 
ia the early days when the mines of 
Fern and Mexico, then under Spanish 
dominion, produced immense quanti- 
ties of silver. Since 1850 the coinage 
value of the gold and silver product 
has been very nearly equal. 


With the coinage value of the pro- 


duct of gold and silver at the ratio of 
16 ounces of silver to 1 ounce of gold 
equal or nearly so and both not suffic- 
ient if coined into legal tender money 
to supply the demands of commerce, 
why discriminate against one of the 
metals by refusing it coinage at the

Where is all the silver which 


the single gold standard men asy will 
flood the country, if silver is restored, 
to come from. 
Europe produces no 


silver and what silver it buys on this 
continent it coins for use at home or 
ia Asiatic countries and almost doubles 
Us value by placing the stamp of the 
sovereign upon it. 
That silver will 


not be brought hero to be re-coined 
into American money, and as there is 
no hoard of silver bullion, except in 
the United States Treasury, the threat- 
ened silver flood is merely a scare 
crow set up by the gold meu to fright- 
en timid voters.

me of a recent imposition on a buyer of 


old" English silver, a few words of 


caution way not bo amiss. It is not an 
uncommon trick to take's tray genuinely 
lall marked on both center and border 
and from it make tip two pieces, work 
of modern manufacture being substi- 
tuted for the old part removed. This is 
usually done very cleverly, but the- 
point of junction can be detected by 
gently breathing over it, when a thread- 
like line will appear. By the same test 
one can detect the common imposition 
of transferring a hall mark from a small 
old object to a large modern one. It is 
not many years ago since one read in 
the London papers how Hill, « rich sil- 
versmith in Oxford street, was convicted 
of selling to a lady a complete solid eil- 
ver dinner service, fraudulently said to 
bo of the time of Queen Anne. 


Delighted with her pniohase, which 


cost her £10,000, she invited her friend, 
Mr. Chaffers, the famous expert, to dine 
with her. Being pressed for his opinion, 
he proved to her that the hall mark in 
every piece of the service had beeu 
transferied from some other object. Hill 
was tried, found guilty, sent to prison 
with hi.ul labor, and also, compelled to 
make zestitution. In England, tamper- 
ing with tho hall mark is an offense 
against tho government. Ill Ameiica 
there is no way to punish the fraudulent 
dealer for this special form of imposi- 
tion. Oonsidnring this, it is. wiser to 
buy good American silverware, bearing 
such a trademark as is a guarantee of 
ith purity, than to risk being swindled 
in a purchase of old European plate.—

In a thoughtf.nl. well written article 


in "Dreams and Their Mysteries," iu 
Che North American Review, Elizabeth 
3islaM reminds us that \vo arc so-fa-

surprise. She saysr truly: 


"Prove that you have the hypnotic 


power to mako a man feel pain or plena- 
ire without material cause; that yon 
can force him. to believe himself a EO!- 
dier, say, or a woman, or that ho is | 
;hroo feet higb, or two persons at once, 
and he will gapo upon this occult mas- 
tery with awo and wild surprise—he 
who every 24 hours of his life, with no 
more magic potion than healthy futigue, 
with no greatenvonder working weapon 
than a pillow, may creato for himself 
phantosmiual delusions beside which all 
mesmeric snggestiouB aro but the flat- 
test of dull commonplace." 


Because people aro afraid of being 


thought superstitious with regard to 
dreams thero has been an unscientific 
avoidance of tho whole topic, which is 
no less superstitions and puerile, tho 
consequence of which foolish revulsion 
has been that one of the most curious 
functions of the brain is still in a period 
of universal investigation—left nnex- 
amined and unexplained. Some dab- 
bling there has been in the matter, butt 
so far no tenable explanation has been 
offered of those strange illusions of 
sleep with which all mankind is famil- 
iar. The results up to this time of this 
dabbling are for the most" part of little 
rnoro value than the contents of the 
greasy, well thumbed dreambooks that 
formed the only and dearly beloved li 
brary of eighteenth century milkmaids 
and apprentices.

He will start and twitch and' give 
traigtiB ist'tc-r tho phantom quarry he 
dreams himself pursuing. Bat given tho 
truth of anyone of these assertions, still 
the heart of tho mystery has not yet 
"oeon plucked out, sinco it is not ex- 
plained \vliy a noise or a gleam of light 
—^sush aa the senses are quite familiar 
with in Wiildijg consciousness—should 
at tho moment of roaaiiig cause the 
brain to creato with inconceivable ra- 
pidity a series of phantasmagoria in 
order to explain to itself iho familial 
phenomena of light or sound. 


It is broadly asserted by many that 


the memory retains each uud every ex- 
pEi'icuce which liio bus prestirit'd for its 
t<-.i:wnplutiou, but this is liaidly trne. 
ii i:i.ikL:j to a certain estent a choice 
a:.itl chooses oftentimes with apparent 
caprice. To demonstrate tho truth of 
this, let one endeavor to recall the first 
impress]on retained by his childish 
mind, :uui it usually proves to bo some- 
thing exti'cnioiy Uivial.

2-year-oid body of the clean Iiiu:n sheets 
of the bed at tie end of tho most perilous 
and adventurous journey, and of whose 
startling incidents her memory had pre- 
served nothing. Aguiu this capricious 
faculty will seize on some few high 
lights in a vivid picture and reject all 
the unimportant details. 
As a rule, 


however, it is the profound stirrings of 
the emotions which %vake the memory 
to activity. A woman never forgets her 
first lover. A man to tho end of his life 
can recall his first triumph. 


Miss Bislaud believes that we inherit
